The purpose of the march is 
the Children's March for Survival. The gathering is to focus attention on the 
children, and to condemn the Nixon program and policies on child care, the defeat 
of H.R.1, and cute in child feeding programs. Six hundred people are expected 


going to Washington. A request for donations was made by Mrs. Mitchell to the 
membership and for the purchase of a Children's Survival Button at a cost of 25¢.
